THE KING AND QUEEN AT COWES. 


THE NAVAL MANŒUVRES. 


GREAT SORROW has fallen upon the 
A Royal Houses of England and of Germany. 

The Empress Frederick, eldest sister of 
our own King and mother of the Emperor 
William, passed peacefully away on Monday 
evening at Cronberg, after enduring for many 
months sufferings of the most painful nature. 
London received the news with a sense of personal 
shock which Monday morning's announcements, 
clearly foretelling the end, had served only to 
deepen. The Mansion House afforded the first 
public announcement of the close of the long 
and patient conflict with a distressing malady, 
which the whole country had watched with a 
feeling of deep apprehension. It was shortly 
before seven in the evening that the following 
brief notice was posted outside the Lord Mayor's 
official residence in the space reserved for Royal 
proclamations and similar documents— 

“А telegram from Cronberg from Reuter's 
Agency states that Her Imperial Majesty the 
Empress Frederick (Princess Royal of Great 
Britain) died there at 6.15 this evening." 

The hour at which the sad news was received 
prevented its being generally known on Monday 
night, consequently there were no£ the public 
demonstrations of sorrow such as were observed 
on Tuesday, when the intelligence of this latest 
bereavement of the Royal Family became known. 
In oflicial and other circles, however, where the 
news had been heard, the deepest sympathy was 


expressed with the King, who has now lost 


mother, brother, nnd sister in just a few days

On the whole, an amiable 
and cheerful child, endowed by Nature with 
an active intellect and a keen sense of humour, 
she was subject to fits of waywardness, with 
which her attendants often found themselves 
unable to contend successfully, save by invoking 
the personal authority of the Queen, who ruled 
all her children throughout their nonage with a 
firm though loving hand. A very happy child- 
hood amid ideal home surroundings, and under 
the most beneficent influences, a wise and liberal 
education, a perfect acquaintance with

(wo Marine guards of honour were mounted, 
bands played the National Anthem, and the 
l'ietory thundered a Royal salute. The embark- 
ation on the Osborne was speedily accomplished, 
and the yacht left for Cowes amid the roar of 
another salvo of guns. All the vessels were 
dressed with bunting, and the boys of the 
St, Vincent manned yards as the Royal yacht 
teamed out of the harbour. 


A Pretty Scene 

was witnessed as the Osborne drew near her 
moorings at half-past six. A Royal salute was 
fired by the Victoria and Albert, and the guard- 
ship Australia and the whole fleet of pleasure 
craft in the Solent hoisted flags from stem to 
stern, It was a beautiful welcome. A light 
breeze kept the many-coloured bunting flapping. 
Instantly upon the mooring of the Royal yacht, 
the Marquis of Ormonde and the Duke of Leeds 
proceeded to pay their respects to the King, 
who along with the Queen and members of 
the Royal Family stood on the bridge admir- 
ing the far-stretching array of decorated craft.

nable for manœuvre purposes. At the critic 
moment, when war was declared, while 
B fleet, according to instructions, was north 
of the fifty-sixth parallel in the North Sea,

Directly 
they were let loose, it was the object of each of 
the main fleets to make a dash for the Channel 
and seize the western approach to it; and at 
the same moment the supplementary squadrons 
were free to leave port. 
Admiral Noel, 

in command of the B fleet, knowing that the 
“enemy” had a shorter distance to steam to 
gain the desired point of vantage, sent off his 
eruisers post haste in front of the slower-moving 
battle-ships with the object of hampering the 
enemy until the latter could come up. Accord- 
ingly, the B cruisers, headed by the Amphitrite, 
made all speed down the east coast and round 
into the Channel. ‘They were completely suc- 
cessful in their purpose of finding the enemy ; 
the only drawback was that they found too much 
of him all at once. Eight of the B cruisers, in 
chasing a decoy, ran straight into the midst of 
twelve X cruisers off the coast of Cornwall. 

The big ships pounded one another for all they 
were worth, with the result that very little would 
have been left of any of them if their big guns 
had been shotted. 

The ships had by this time got into such a 
tangle that the “ cease fire’’ was signalled. The 
result being that the Ariadne, For, Andromache, 
and Pandora, of the B fleet, were declared out of 
action for the rest of the manœuvres. The X 
fleet lost the Hawke, Mersey, and Rainbow. Both 
squadrons were 

Superbly Handled, 

the huge ships being manipulated ina fashion 
which spoke volumes for the coolness of their 
commanders. One very daring feat was the 
cutting of the rear line of B fleet by the Diadem 
and a second-class cruiser. The mancuvre 
was a piece of dexterous seamanship, but in 
warfare a very doubtful proceeding. 
Amphitrite signalled to Edgar: ** Diadem and a 
second-class cruiser cut through our line across 
our bows ; we could have rammed either." Very 
likely ; but would she have done so? For one 
cruiser of 11,000 tons to ram another of the same 
size when both vessels are steaming twenty knots 
would most certainly send both of them to
